Continuation of 2. NOTE: The claims were amended to recite that the rotary drive unit was sized to "simultaneously" retain the the tape 
winding portion stationary in an axial direction. This limitation requires further consideration and search because previously the claims only 
required that the there be no axial movement of the winding portion and the rotary drive unit relative to one another. There was no 
requirement that the rotary drive unit be sized to achieve this desired result. Also, the language "simultaneously retain" and "stationary in 
an axial direction" must be examined for possible new matter. The arguments submitted with the response have been considered.
